HEARING:       Restoration  of  Transportation  Service  on  22nd  St. 

Supervisor  Chester  MacPhee,  on  behalf  of  merchants 
and  property  owners  on  22nd  Street,  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mission requesting  restoration  of  service  on  22nd  Street, 
claiming  that  the  recent  change  was  adversely  affecting  the 
property  owners  and  merchants. 

President  Philip  F.  Landis  stated  that  the  Com- 
mission made  a  physical  review  of  the  22nd  Street  matter  last 
Saturday;  the  Commission  is  willing  to  take  under  advisement 
and  to  make  an  operating  and  engineering  study  to  seek  adjust- 
ment of  service  on  24th  Street  and  thus  to  enable  service  on 
22nd  Street. 

Vice  President  Mc  Kee,  stated  that  the  Commission 
was  very  sympathetic  to  the  problem  of  the  merchants  and 
property  owners  and  asked  for  a  little  time  to  permit  further 
studies  with  the  anticipation  that  satisfaction  to  all  concern- 
ed would  be  attained. 


HEARING:         1949-1950  Budget  Proposals 

President  Philip  F.  Landis  stated  that  the  Commission 
had  gone  over  the  1949-1950  budget  proposals  very  extensively; 
conferences  were  held  with  other  City  departments,  the  Mayor 
and  the  Controller,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  Munici- 
pal Railway  budget. 

The  Municipal  Railway  budget  as  presented  is  based  on  no 
tax  support  for  the  ensuing  year;  the  total  budget  of 
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$20,700,000.00  is  predicated  on  estimated  revenues  of 
$19,600,000.00  and  receipts  from  surplus,  in  amount  $1,100,000. 
representing  present  year's  surplus  from  operation  at  the 
10  cent  fare  level,  since' January  26,  1949, 

With  further  reference  to  the  Municipal  Railway  budget, 
President  Philip  F,  Land is  stated  that  the  objective  to  be 
attained  was  to  operate  within  the  revenue  produced  for  the 
remaining  portion  of  this  year  and  next  year,  with  no  tax 
support  for  the  year  1049-19^0.    The  estimated  revenue  of 
$19,600,000.00,  an  agreed  conservative  figure,  was  arrived 
at  following  conferences  with  the  Controller  and  all  parties 
concerned . 

To  follow  the  fundamental  thesis  of  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  re  the  10  cent  fare,  and  to  be  as  conservative  and 
realistic  as  possible,  it  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to 
budget  additional  car  hours  of  operation,  desirable  as  this 
may  be.    It  will,  still  be  the  Commission's  objective  to  make 
the  15«42  percent  increase  in  service  recommended  by  the  staff 
at  the  first  opportune  time  and  any  increase  in  anticipated 
revenue,  or  any  savings  that  can  be  effectuated  through 
efficiency  programs,  consolidations    or  conversions  will  be 
devoted  to  this  purpose. 

In  the  matter  of  Municipal  Railway  claims,  President  Philip 
F,  Land is  further  stated,  that  due  to  the  conservative  esti- 
mate of  revenues,  taking  into  consideration  national  trends 
and  current  experiences,  the  inability  to  make  conversions  of 
equipment  as  rapidly  as  desired  and  taking  into  consideration 
that  the  effective  date  of  the  fare  increase  was  seven  weeks 
later  than  the  anticipated  December  1st  date,  the  Commission 
cannot  pay  as  much  of  the  old  passenger  claims  as  it  wished. 
It  is  desirable  from  an  economy  viewpoint  to  request  the 
City  Attorney's  office  to  adopt  a  more  stringent  policy  in 
regard  to  settlement  of  claims.    The  Commission  wishes  to  pay 
all  fair  and  legal  requirements,  but  claims  should  be  fought 
as  hard  as  they  would  be  fought  under  private  industry. 

It  was  President  Fhilip  F.  Land is ?  believe  that  bond  re- 
demption should  come  from  sales  tax,  it  being  consistent  with 
the  sales  tax  ordinance  and  with  the  Mkrch  report  on  the  bond 
issues;  it  is  not  advisable  at  this  time  to  make  the  issue, 
or  until  large  bond  requirements  may  be  Involved. 

For  Public  Information  Service,    President  Philip  F. 
Land is  expressed  the  hope  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  be  reasonable  in  the  provision  of  funds. 
This  is  in  reality  the  sales  department  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  and.  to  properly  acquaint  the  public  with  the  improve- 
ments of  public  service,  to  develop  revenue  potentials, 
adequate  funds  should  be  provided. 
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The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Conference  and  the  San 
Francisco  Bureau  of  Governmental  Research,  submitted  letters, 
dated  January  31,  1949>  urging  adoption  of  a  Municipal  Railway- 
budget  based  on  operation  within  revenues  with  no  tax  support.

Hearing: 


Clement  Street  Merchants  Association,  re  routing  of  the 
No.  21  Trolley  Coach  Line  in  the  vicinity  of  Clement  Street. 

The  Commission  in  development  of  its  transportation  plan 
and  in.  accordance  with  the  DeLeuw  Plan,  proposed  routing  of 
the  No.  21  Trolley  Coach  Line,    from  Fulton  Street,  over  Sixth 
Avenue  to  California  Street  and  return.    This  would  give  proper 
balance  to  the  north  and  south  routings  in  the  district,  as 
there  is  at  present  bus  service  over  Tenth  Avenue. 

The  delegation,  all  merchants  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Eight  Avenue  and  Clement  Street,  were  of  the  opinion,  that 
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inasmuch  as  service  for  many  years  on  the  old  21  Line  was 
routed  via  Eighth  Avenue,  that  it  should  remain  so;  it  was 
their  contention,  that  because  of  leases,  investments  and 
building  up  of  property  in  the  immediate  district,  that  re- 
moval of  service  from  Eighth  Avenue  would  adversely  affect 
their  business.    As  a  compromise  plan,  it  was  suggested  by 
some  of  the  merchants  that  routing  from  Fulton  Street,  north 
on  8th  Avenue  as  terminus,  right  on  Clement  Street  to  Sixth 
Avenue  and  then  south  to  Fulton  would  be  acceptable;  some 
of  the  delegation  favored  this  in  reverse  order,  that  is, 
north  on  Sixth  Avenue  and  south  on  Eighth  Avenue,  The 
merchants  were  firm  in  their  contention,  that  in  any  event, 
the  terminus  of  the  line  should  be  at  Eighth  and  Clement, 

The  following  representatives  of  the  Association  spoke: 

Mr.  Paul  Vlautin,  Mr,  Borden,  Mr,  Ignoffo,  Mr,  Wm,  Pinelli, 
Miss  zanglada,  Mr,  Mc  Killop,  Mr.  R.  E.  Raising,  Mr.  Leitzen, 
Mr,  Norman  Rosenberg,  Carroll  Newburgh  (ex  officio  member) 
Mr.  George  Freund,  Miss  Kay  Dunning. 

In  review  of  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F,  Land  is  stated 
that  the  obligation  of  the  Commission  was  transportation  to 
the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and  not  necessarily  to  a  given 
district,  let  alone  to  a  given  business  district,  when  such 
service  to  a  particular  district  or  business  area  was  in 
conflict  with  the  over    all  plan. 

In  this  particular  instance,  routing  over  the  two  streets  as 
suggested,  namely,  Sixth  and  Eighth  Avenues  was  not  good 
practice  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  DeLeuw  plan;  its  additional  cost  of  overhead  on  two 
streets  was  not  economically  recommended. 

In  deference  to  the  stand  of  the  merchants,  that  the  termi- 
nus of  the  line  be  at  Eighth  and  Clement  Street,  Commissioner 
Sam  Mc  Kee,  suggested  that  the  engineering  staff  of  the  Com- 
mission study  the  suggestion,  that  the  line  be  routed  via 
Sixth  Avenue,  from  Fulton  Streetp  north  to  Clement,  over 
Clement  to  Eighth  Avenue,  as  a  terminus,  and  loop  back  via 
California  Street  to  Sixth  Avenue,  thence  south  to  Fulton 
Street. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Cameron,  the  matter  was  taken  under  advisement. 


Restoration    of  service    on  22nd  Street-Mission  District. 

Mr.  Albert  picard,  appearing  on  behalf  of  client,  Mr.  Max 
Shaft ,  and  presentation  made  by  Mr.  Shaff ,  requested  post- 
ponement of  any  action  looking  toward  restoration  of  service 
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on  22nd  Street,    This  was  vigorously  opposed  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Woodfield  of  the  Mission  Street  Merchants  Association, 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Cameron,  the  Commission  authorized,  as  a  temporary  matter, 
restoration  of  the  No.  11  line  on  22nd  Street. 

In  the  matter  of  restoration  of  the  No.  n  Line,  local  service 
on  the  No.  14  Line  and  the  discussion  with  respect  to  ter- 
minus of  the  NO.  21  Line  at  Eighth  and  Clement,  President 
F.  Landis  emphazied  and  stressed  the  importance  of  remember- 
ing that  these  actions  are  by  no  means  a  permanent  commit- 
ment and  should  be  considered  as  temporary  adjustments. 
Guided  by  the  DeLeuw  plan  and  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Commission's  own  engineering  staff,  the  Commission  is  working 
toward  the  objective    of  giving  San  Francisco  a  transporta- 
tion system  designed  to  serve  the  best  interest  of  all;  this 
plan  will  be  instrumented  by  conversions  to  trolley  coach, 
motor  coach  and  rehabilitation  of  street  cars,  and  through 
express  services  and  high  volume  of  vehicle  operation,  the 
plan  thai  in  operation  will  be  such,  that  some  of  the  dis- 
trict adjustments  temporarily  made  and  to  which  great  im- 
portance is  attached  by  some,  will  of  its  own  weight  fade 
from  the  picture;  in  other  words,  transportation  in  action, 
will  eventually  solve  the  problems  now  con  f romting  some 
districts. 


Mr.  Chas.  Kay,  operator  of  the  Lake  Merced  Boating  and 
Fishing  Concession,  whose  lease  was  recently  terminated  by 
the  Commission,  appeared  before  the  Commission  in  the 
matter  of  refund  on  said  terminated  lease;  he  was  advised 
to  consult  with  Mr.  Geo.

Messrs  Allen  Spivock,  Edward  F.  Braunschweiger,  Mr. 
Kroll,  Felton  Perkins  and  Lloyd  Piercey,  spoke  of  the  hard- 
ships that  would  ensue  if  through  transportation  to  the  riders 
of  the  No,  31  was  denied*  a.  > 

In  reply  to  the  plea  of  those  present,  President  Philip 
F.  Landis  stated  that  the  No.  31  Line  was  a  "problem"  in  the 
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minds  of  traffic  experts,  some  recommending  complete  abandon- 
ment. 

At  the  present  time,  the  No.  Jl  Line  must  terminate  at 
Market  Street  to  permit  installation  of  overhead  trolley  sys- 
tem for  Market  Street  trackless  trolley  operation  and  to  pro- 
vide   for  outer  track  removal. 

In  order  to  give  consideration  to  through  transportation 
of  the  No.  31  Line  on  r^rket  Street,  there  are  a  number  of 
factors  to  consider,  i.e.,  type  of  vehicles,  service  rendered, 
riding  habits,  conversions,  etc.    This  will  be  determined  after 
an  exhaustive  study  has  been  made  of  the  factors  involved. 

The  commission  assisted  bv  the  studies  of  its  own  en- 
gineering staff  and  on  the  recommendations  of  traffic  experts, 
is  developing  a  modern  transportation  system  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, its  objective  being,  the  serving  of  more  people,  more 
efficiently,  and    on  a  city-wide  basis.    In  the  development 
of  this  plan,  some  inconvenience  is  to  be  expected,  usually  of 
a  short  duration,  but  as  the  plan  is  put  into  effect,  through 
rehabilitated  street  cars,  modern  trackless  trolleys,  motor 
coach  service,  express  service,  motor  coach  augmenting  track- 
less trolley  operations  during  peak  hours,,  frequency  of 
service,  the  criticisms  now  made,  will  be  found  unwarranted.

tected leaks,  traps,  and  tampered  meters;  (5)  consumers  are 
now  charged  70$  monthly  for  service  and  bi-monthly  readings 
would  double  cost  for  falue  received;  (6)  change  would  entail 
a  grave  potential  liability  of  the  City,  inasmuch  as  defective 
meters,  traps,  covers,  etc.  would  go  unreported  for  a  60  day 
period . 

Mr.  Paul  ^chnur  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  c.  I.  0., 
supported  the  contentions  of    Mr.  Jefferey.

Land  is  remarked,  that  owing  to  its  unique  topography,  lower 
Market  Street  is  a  problem,  necessitating  limiting  the  number 
of  vehicles  that  can  operate  efficiently  and  expeditiously. 
To  add  additional  vehicles,  such  as  that  requested  for  the  No. 
31  line,  would  only  slow  down  the  free  flow  of  traffic  for  all 
the  lines  operating  on  Market  Street;  therefore,  until  the 
full  pattern  of  modernized  transportation  is  developed,  termi- 
nating of  some  lines  at  or  near  Market  Street  becomes  a 
necessity.    As  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  public,  it  is  to  b  e 
noted,  that  only  small  circumscribed  areas  are  adversely 
arfected;  patrons  of  the  No.  31  Line,  for  the  greater  part, 
through  a  very  short  walk,  have  facilities  for  through  trans- 
portation on  Market  Street  through  the  use  of  the  No.  5  Line 
and  the  B  Line,. 

in  the  recent  DeLeuw  report,  under  a  $200,000.00  contract 
with  the  planning  Commission,  and  in  addition  to  previous  re~ 
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ports  by  nationally  known  authorities,  the  engineers  have 
made  recommendations  that  are  contrary  to  the  reouests  made 
at  this  hearing. 

The  commission  is  aware    of  the  concern  of  merchants  in 
the  matter  of  decentralization,  and  contrary  to  the  recommen- 
dations of  emiment  engineers,  has  not  approved  the  complete 
abandonment  of  certain  lines  that  might  prove  a  contributing 
factor  to  decentralization.

WHEREAS,  this  Commission  believes  that  the  additional  wate 
storage  capacity  necessary  for  the  purposes  first  above  stated, 
as  well  as  for  flood  control,  can  best  be  provided  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  Chearry  Dam:

into  a  ip200, 000.00  contract  with  the  DeLeuw-Ca ther  Co.  of 
Chicago,  nationally  known  transit  engineers,  to  provide  a 
pattern    of  transportation  for  San  Francisco.  Therefore, 
there  was  no  definite  commitment  on  the  part  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  the  electorate,  that  a  given  route, 
then  in  existence,  would  necessarily  remain  so  under  the  re- 
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haMlitation  plan. 

The  Commission  has  planned  as  of  July  J,  1949*  a  coordinatlve 
change,  which  involves  a  portion  of  the  No.  7  Line;  this 
change  is  not  necessarllv  conclusive.

A  delegation  from  the  C.  I,  0,  Carmens  Union  and  from 
a  "Rank  and  File"  committee,  claimed  to   represent  the  two 
unions  of  Rallwav  platform  personnel,  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mission, reauesting  recision  of  previous  action  of  the  Com- 
mission in  denying  the  use  of  Railway  properties  for  the  hold- 
ing of  an  election. 

Mr.  Henry  S,  Foley  of  the  C.I.O.  Union  and  Mr.  Morris  Less, 
Chairman  of  the  "Rank  and  File"  Committee,  presented  a  pe- 
tition, bearing  l8l2  names  of  the  employees,  asking  that  the 
election    be  held  on  Railway  properties. 

In  support  of  the  request,  the  speakers  emphasized,  that 
the    holding  of  the  election  on  Railway  properties,  would 
assure  a  peaceful  election;  to  deny  it,  would  be  the  occasion 
of  violence t  destruction  of  property  and  the  inevitable  "bloody 
noses".    One  speaker  claimed  that  rival  organizations  boasted 
of  having  "approached"  the  Commission  in  opposition  to  the 
election. 

The  Commission  unanimously  rejected  the  request.    In  its 
denial,  the  Commission  advised  the  delegation,  that  the  matter 
of  this  election  was  controversial,  there  not  being  sufficient 
agreement  in  the  matter.    To  permit  use  of  Railway  properties 
under  these  conditions,  would,  in  the  mind  of  the  Commission, 
be  construed  as  taking  sides  in  the  issue.    The  Commission 
unanimously  stated,  that,  denial  of  the  use  of  Railway  proper- 
ties for  purpose  of  holding  the  election,  was  not  motivated  in 
the  least  by  any  pressure  or  contacts  with  individuals  or 
organizations.    Its  action  is  prompted  solely  by  one  thought — 
the  Commission  cannot  lend  itself  to  use  of  Railway  properties 
for  settling  an  issue  as  controversial  as  this  election.

Sale  of  the  Hatch  Hetchy  Railroad: 

Mr.  Tom  Duffy  of  the  Purdy  Co.,  again  appeared  before 
the  Commission  in  connection  with  his  Company* s  high  bid 
submitted  to  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  sale  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Railroad.    He  outlined  the  steps  taken  by  his 
company  in  preparation  of  the  bid  submitted.    He  contended 
that  public  interest  would  be  best  served  through  the  con- 
tract being  awarded  by  competitive  bidding,  and  not  through 
negotiated  or  "over  the  counter"  sale;  he  further  contended 
that  the  City  would  actually  experience  a  better  return 
than  if  the  bids  were  rejected,  the  City,  through  award  of 
contract,  obtaining  a  known  amount  of  money  immediately 
without  speculations  as  to  future  sales,  the  future  in  a 
falling  metal  market  being  quite  uncertain.    His  company  at 
considerable  expense  had  six  men  go    over  the  property;  the 
bid  submitted  was  offered  in  the  light  of  a  necessity  to 
secure  work  to  keep  its  crews  busy;  the  bid  submitted  was 
the  highest  of  nine  received  and  being  a  fair  and  equitable 
bid  in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Duffy,  the  Commission  was  urged  to 
r e  c  omme  nd  the  award. 

President  Philip  F,  Landis  stated  that  the  matter  was  re- 
ceiving the  earnest  consideration  of  the  Commission,  the 
matter  not  being  treated  lightly;  on  motion,  the  matter  was 
taken  under  advisement. 


Operation  of  a  portion  of  the  No.  26  Line. 

For  the  past  several  months,  staff  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  under  direction  of  the  Commission,  has  been  studying 
operation  of  that  portion  of  the  No,  26  line  in  San  Mateo 
County.    These  studies  reveal  that  the  service  on  the  line 
operating  in  San  mteo  County  has  resulted  in  a  daily  sub- 
stantial loss  to  the  Municipal  Railway.    It  is  the  belief 
of  the  Commision  that  service  should  not  be  provided  beyond 
the  Count v  Line,  unless  it  can  be  made  self-supporting,  and 
with  this  thought  in  mind,  t^e  Commission  directed  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  to  curtail  through  lessening    of  head- 
ways and  elimination  of  express  service  beyond  the  County 
Line,    This  change  to  remain  in  effect  for  sixty  days,  during 
which  period,  further  studies  will  be  made,  after  which 
necessary  corrective  measures,  including  abandonment,  may  be 
found  in  order.

The  Commission  noted  with  interest,  a  report  of  the 
meeting  held  Thursday,  June  l6,  1949*  at  which  meeting  members 
of  the  Commission,  the  Manager  of  Utilities  and  Municipal 
Railway  staff  reported  on  progress  in  connection  with  the 
ma  lor  conversion  of  operations  to  be    made  effective  July  3» 
1949. 

Another  step  in  the  development  of  the  Commission's  plans 
for  modern  transportation  in  San  Francisco,  was  noted  in  the

Bl-Monthly  Reading  of  Water  Accounts: 

Scheduled  for  this  meeting  was  the  legally  advertised  public 
hearing  to  consider  revision  of  water  rates  to  provide  for 
bi-monthly  reading  of  meters  and  necessary  billing. 

president  Philip  F.  Land  is  stated  that  this  measure  was  one  of 
an  economy  and  efficiency  nature  and  in  line  with  the  practice 
of  other  cities  in  California. 

But  one  speaker  appeared — Mrs.  Shasta  of  the  San  Francisco 
Council  of  WomensT  Voters.    She  contended  that  the  adoption 
of  this  program  would  prove  a  hardship  on  the  budget  program 
of  the  average  household,  and  further,  that  any  economy 
affected  by  bi-monthly  reading  should  be  passed  on  to  the  con- 
sumer.

The  Commission,  at  a  special  order  of  business,  attended 
todayTs  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  connection  with 
the  various  agreements  to  be  executed  between  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Federal  Government,  the  Modes- 
to and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts,  in  connection  with  the 
planned  development  of  the  Cherry  River  Project. 


The  Commission  noted  with  pleasure  the  statement  of  the 
Director  of  Safety  and  Personnel — that  the  month  of  June,  1949, 
showed  a  total  of  546  accidents  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  the 
lowest  number  in  a  single  month  of  consolidated  operation; 
this  is  in  marked  contrast  compared  with  a  total  of  1353

would  be  instituted  to  prevent  such  development. 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  stated  that  the  complaint  registered 
by  the  district,  was  not  made  to  the  Commission,  the  Commission 
being  aware  of  the  complaint,  before  a  meeting  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  Com- 
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mission  appreciated  the  condition  existing  at  24th  and  Utah, 
and  were  taking  stnps  to  correct,  but  purchase  of  property  and 
preparation  for  bus  storage  could  not  be  accomplished  in  a 
matter  of  days  or  weeks. 

President  Philip  P.  Landis,  stated  that  there  were  two 
solutions  to  the  problem;  a  temporary  solution  will  be  affected 
by  removing  4  lines  from  this  division  to  the  Mc  Allister  and 
Ocean  Divisions;  the  ultimate  solution  was  in  the  acquisition 
of  necessary  property  and  action  on  this  point  will  be  decided 
at  the  meeting  of  July  25,  1949,  a  public  hearing  to  be  held,

Acquisition  through  eminent  domain  proceedings  of 
Block  4263-bounded  by  24th  Street,  San  Bruno  Avenue, 
25th  Street  and  Utah  Street,  required  for  Municipal 
Railway  purposes* 

Hearing  was  held  to  hear  suggestions  relative  to  the 
parking  problem  existing  at  the  24th  and  Utah  Division 
of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Chester  MacPhee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  suggested 
use  of  the  block  known  as  Franklin  Square,  shortly  to  be 
developed  by  the  Recreation  Commission  as  a  playground;  he 
suggested  that  the  Municipal  Railwav  utilize  the  area  bv  means 
of  an  underground  garage,  affording  some  1Q2.000  sq,  fti  as 
against  8o,000  sq.  ft.  that  would  be  available  in  Block  4263. 
Supervisor  MacPhee  believed  that  the  use  of  the  Square  would 
be  very  advantageous  to  the  City,  in  that  the  property  was 
immediately  available,  there  being  no  problem  of  acquisition, 
moving  of  citizens,  etc;  there  would  be  use  of  City  property, 
prove  a  saving,  in  that  acquisition  of  Block  4263,  would  re- 
move valuable  property  from  the  tax  roll. 

Mr,  Farnan,  1157  vermont  Street,,  Chairman  of  the  South  Potrero 
Improvement  Club,  expressed  strong  opposition  to  any  further 
development  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  the  area;  he  suggested 
that  the  Commission  replace  all  gasoline  buses  in  favor  of 
crolley  coaches  and  to  locate  in  areas,  away  from  residences  „

the  immediate  vicinity  of  24th  and  Utah  Street.  Under  question, 
he  suggested  available  sites  at  26th  and  Folsom,  l6th  and 
Bryant  and  at  17th  and  Mariposa, 

Mr,  Everett  Liebold-2418  24th  Streeet,  suggested  a  site  at 
Evans  and  Oakdale  Avenues,  between  the  Southern  Pacific  Viaduct 
and  Third  Street;  in  his  opinion,  this  was  an  ideal  site, 
affording  economical  operation  because  of  proximity  to  a  number 
of  bos  lines.

Vermont  Street,  E.  Falconi  of  ll6l  Vermont  Street  and  Herman 
Lowy,  2445  24th  street,  all  spoke  of  the  nuisance  at  24th  and 
Utah  Division,  the  nuisance  existing  by  virtue    of  parking  in 
public  streets,  noise  of  operation  and  gas  fumes,  the  latter, 
particularly  affecting  the  San  Francisco  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Angela  Ward,  228  Mc  Allister  Street,  Mr.  John  Falconi  of 
62  Sala  Terrace,  urged  that  the  Commission  give  consideration 
to  development  of  sites,  free  from  immediate  residences, 

Mr.  Chas,  Woods,  A.  F.  of  L.  Carmens  Union,  endorsed  the 
suggestion  of  location  of  other  sites,  giving  particular 
attention  to  those  sites,  that  would  afford  suitable  facilities 
for  traveling  of  the  platform  personnel. 

Mr.  -Ben  West  of  929  Rhode  Island  Street,  reminded  the  Com- 
mission that  development  of  Block  4263  was  no  final  solution; 
the  district  was  unalterably  opposed  to  further  development, 
and  the  parking  of  buses  in  a  fenced  area  would  still  l&ve  the 
problem  as  it  is  today. 

In  review  of  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F,  Landis,  stated 
that  the  Commission  was  acutely  aware  of  the  parking  nuisance 
existing  at  this  Division  and  was  very  anxious  to  provide  a 
suitable  solution,  if  one  can  be  found.    To  correct  this  con- 
dition, a  number  offactors  must  of  necessity,  be  considered. 
The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  an  estimated  invest- 
ment of  $850*000.00  in  the    present  plant  at  24th  and  Utah; 
this  cannot  be  abandoned,  solely  in  the  light  of  protests  made. 
Storing  the  buses  within  a  fenced  area  removed  from  the  cen- 
trol  control  (24th  and  Utah)  would  in  degree,  be  an  expensive 
item  of  cost  of  operation,  the  degree  being  in  proportion  to 
the  distance  removed.    In  weighting  the  financial  problems  of 
the  Municipal  Railway,  due  consideration  must  be  given  to  these 
factors, 

The  delegation  was  assured  that  the  Commission  would  seriously 
study  the  suggestions  offered  for  other  sites;  the  Engineering 
staff  would  be  requested  to  study  and  report  on  the  loss  and 
cost  of  abandonment  of  property,  to  study  and  report  on  cost 
of  acquisition  of  other  properties  and  cost  of  operation  of 
suggested  sites  removed  from  the  central  plant ♦ 

This  assurance  was  not  to  be  construed  as  abandonment  of  the 
development  of  Block  4263 ^  i*  is  to  be  considered  as  evidence 
of  the  Commission's  interest  in  the  matter  and  an  attempt  to 
provide  remedial  measures  for  the  existing  nuisance. 
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In  regard  to  the  noise  factor,  President  Philip  P.  Landis  sug- 
gested to  Messrs  Foley  and  woods  of  the  Unions,  that  the  men 
be  urged  to  consider  the  welfare  of  the  neighborhood  in  an 
effort  to  lessen  complaints. 

As  a  temporary  solution,  the  delegation  was  advised,  that 
four  lines  operatingfrom  this  Division  were  to  be  moved;  this 
would  relieve  the  streets  of  some  parking,  particularly  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  San  Francisco  Hospital, 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee,  suggested  that  the  Commission  give 
immediate  consideration  to  the  site  suggested  at  Evans  and 
Oakdale  Avenues,

Commission  Decision  re  Enlargement  of  Municipal  Railway 
Facilities  at  the  24th  and  Utah  Division. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  the 
Commission  decided  on  a  two-fold  policy  with  respect  to  the 
24th  and  Utah  Division. 

(1)  As  a  temporary  expedient,  35  buses  will  be  moved  from 
this  Division  to  be  serviced  and  operated  from  the  Mc  Allister 
and  Ocean  Bus  Yard  Divisions. 

(2)  The  Kirkland  Yard  will  be  developed  to  serve  as  a 
Division. 

This  will  leave  approximately  60  vehicles  to  be  operated 
from  the  24th  and  Utah  Division,  ample  parking  being  available 
within  the  garage;  major  overhaul  of  buses  will  continue  to 
be  made  at  the  garage,  pending  construction  of  new  facilities 
at  the  Elkton  Shops;  with  the  completion  of  new  shops,  all 
buses  will  be  overhauled  at  the  Elkton  Shops,  leaving  the 
24a nd  Utah  Division,  as  an  operating  division,    Adoption  of 
this  policy  will  serve  to  eliminate  complaints  received  con- 
cerning the  parking  of  buses  in  the  streets  and  will  adequately 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

HEARING: 

Express  service    and  loading  islands  on  upper 
Market  Street. 

A  delegation  of  business  men,  property  owners  and  resi- 
dents of  the  area,  in  the  vicinity  of  15th  and  16th  and  Market 
Streets  appeared  before  the  Commission,  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Sullivan,. 
Funeral  Director,  2254  Market  Street,  acting  as  spokesman. 

The  delegation's  protest  was  based  on  two  points: 

(1)  existence  of  present  express  service  on  Market  Street; 

(2)  contemplated  removal  of  loading  islands. 
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Mr.  Sullivan  submitted  a  petition,  bearing  1421  signa- 
tures, in  which  the  petitioners  requested  modification  of  the 
present  express  service,  claiming  loss  of  business  and  objecting 
to  removal  of  the  loading  islands, 

Mr.  Sullivan  introduced  the  following: 

J.  P.  Flaherty  of  Safeway  Stores,  claimed  that  present  express 
service  was  adversely  affecting  the  store's  business. 

Frank  Lemstrom-2632  Market  Street,  claimed  that  the  local  ser- 
vice of  the  No,  8  trolley  coach  line  was  inadequate  as  com- 
pared to  former  service. 

Mr.  zambelli,  245  Sanchez  Street,  stated  that  at  least  150 
business  concerns  in  the  Market  Street  area,  from  Church  Street 
to  Castro  Street  were  suffering  business  losses  because  of 
express  service. 

Juanitia  Kennett,  250  N°e  Street,  stated  that  the  present 
local  service  was  no  improvement  for  the  area. 

Mr.  AX  Witt,  2380  Market  Street,  Realtor,  claimed  that  business 
had  suffered  by  virtue  of  the  express  service  and  protested 
removal  of  the  islands,  claiming  that  if  so  removed,  the  City 
would  be  liable  for  a  number  of  accidents. 

Warren  Dixon,  ^Glb-lkth  Street,  Druggist,  stated  that  his 
business  was  forced  to  reduce  its  working  personnel,  layoff 
being  due  to  loss  of  business  because  of  transit  service. 

Mr.  M.  Mortenson,  2198  FBrket  Street,  Garage  Operator,  stated 
that  because  of  the  express  service,,  he  had  suffered  a  severe 
loss  of  patronage. 

Mrs.  Arthur  Sullivan,  Sr.,  claimed  that  present  operation  of 
street  cars  on  upper  Market  Street  was  adversely  affecting 
business  and  requested  restoration  to  former  service. 

Mrs.  Moore  and  Mrs.  Nolan  reminded  the  Commission,  that  re- 
moval of  loading  islands  would  create  a  great  traffic  hazard, 
making  it  practically  impossible  to  cross  Market  Street  in 
safety. 

In  reviewing  the  hearing,  President  Philip  Fc  Land  is 
stated,  that  the  Commission,  under  a  mandate  of  the  people,  was 
developing  a  coordinated  plan  of  transportation  for  all  of 
San  Francisco,  and  of  necessity,  perhaps,  some  people  or 
localized  areas  may  suffer.    In  this  particular  instance,  the 
alleged  inconvenience  may  not  be  borne  out  in  the  full  de- 
velopment of  the  pattern.    Adequate  service  for  the  upper  Market 
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area  is  provided  through  the  new  No,  8  trolley  coach  line; 
however,  riding  habits  are  slow  to  change;  as  the  riding  pub- 
lic becomes  better  acquainted  with  the  convenience  of  the 
local  service,  objections  now  registered,  will  to  a  large 
degree  cease  to  exist.    Time  must  be  allowed  for  this  develop- 
ment, and  to  this  end,  the  Commission  will  take  the  matter 
under  advisement  for  a  period  of  60  days;  then  the  Commission, 
if  complaints  warrant,  study  the  matter  and  make  whatever 
adjustments  may  be  indicated. 

The  Commission  is  aware  of  the  petition  of  1421  signatures 
submitted;  the  Commission  is  also  aware  that  many  thousands  of 
signatures  could  be  procured,  testifying  to  the  more  rapid 
service  afforded  the  people  of  the  great  west  of  Twin  Peaks  area 
because  of  the  express  service  now  on  Market  Street. 

The  Commission  is  cognizant  of  the  traffic  hazard  that  may  be 
created  through  the  removal  of  the  loading  islands  at  15th 
and  l6th  and  mrket  Streets;  however,  this  is  a  problem  within 
the  province  of  the  Police  Department  and  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  should  be  referred  to  these  respective  depart-, 
merits . 

The  delegation  was  reminded,  that  despite  statements  made  at 
this  meeting  and  at  other  meetings — statements  that  speak  of 
alleged  great  increase  of  accidents  because  of  Municipal  Rail- 
way operations,  the  record  shows  the  month  of  July,  1949»  t,)aQ 
lowest  accident  rate  since  consolidation. 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee  stated  that  he  was  sympathetic  to  the 
problems  presented  at  this  hearing  and  requested  that  no  action 
be  taken  with  regard  to  removal  of  the  loading  islands,  until 
the  Police  Department  and  other  city  departments  provide 
suitable  substitutes.

The  delegation  was  reminded,  as  at  a  previous  meeting,  that  the 
Commission  could  not  at  this  time  consider  any  changes,  inas- 
much as  the  Planning  Commission,  Police  Department  and  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  had  not  as  yet  completed  their  studies 
relative  to  channelization  of  this  important  intersection  and 
for  the  installation  of  traffic  signals. 

The  delegation  was  advised  however,  that  in  line  with  the  Com- 
mission's announced  policy,  that  the  express  service  on  Market 
Street,    west  of  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  other  services,  affected 
by  the  changeover  of  July  3*  1949 1  is  on  an  experimental  basis, 
and  as  such,  could  not  entertain  any  changes  until  this  trial 
period  of  60  days  had  elapsed.  In  developing  a  transportation 
pattern  for  all  of  San  Francisco,  some  people  and  localized 
areas  may  suffer;  however,  it  is  not  the  intent  of  the  Com- 
mission to  hurt  or  cause  loss  of  business,  and  in  this  particu- 
lar case,  the  Commission  feels,  that  as  soon  as  the  traveling 
public  becomes  better  acquainted  with  the  advantages  of  the  No. 
8  line,  service  to  the  area  will  be  adequate.    The  Commission 
is  aware  of  the  fact,  that  the  upper  Market  Street  area  en- 
joyed car  stops  of  all  the  lines  using  the  tunnels,  a  privilege 
net  afforded  to  any  other  area  in  San  Franc  isc^e;pie  Commission 
must  weigh  the  advantages  accruing  to  the  greatAwest  of  Twin 
peaks,  through  the  recently  installed  express  service  on  Market 
Street  as  against  the  local  service  provided  through  the  No. 
3  line,  serving  upper  Market  Street,    The  delegation  was 
further  reminded,  that  in  the  event  of  a  subway  system,  distant 
though  it  my  appear  at  the  moment,  that  the  area  of  upper 
Market  Street  would  be  quite  appreciative  of  any  local  surface 
t  ra  ns  p  or  t  a  t  i  on . 

Commissioner  Mc  Kee  stated  that  he  was  in  svmpathy  with  the 
complaint  registered,  and  though  favoring  a  stop  at  Gough  and

Section  D  -  Rule  1.  Billing  Periods  and  Proportionate  Bills 

Under  ordinary  conditions  meters  will  be  read  monthly  or 
bi-monthly  on  approximately  the  same  day  of  the  month  and  a 
bill  issued  showing  the  period  covered  by  the  meter  readings, 
the  amount  of  water  used  and  the  total  charge  for  the  service 
rendered.    In  the  event  the  reading  period  is  greater  or 
less  than  customary  due  to  unusual  conditions  or  the  discon- 
tinuance of  supply,  the  service  charge  or  other  fixed  charge 
will  be  applied  as  follows: 

(a)  For  monthly  billing  a  period  of  28  to  32  days  will  be  con- 
sidered as  one  month,  provided  that  for  a  period  of  less  than 
28  days  or  more  than  32  days  the  service  charge  or  other  fixed 
charge  will  be  based  on  an  average  month  of  3°*5  days. 

(b)  For  bi-monthly  billing  a  period  of  56  to  64  days  will  be 
considered  as  two  months  provided  that  for  a  period  of  less 
than  5^  days  or  more  than  64  days  the  service  charge  or  other- 
fixed  charge  will  be  based  on  an  average  bi-monthly  period  of 
6l  days, 

(c)  As  the  intent  of  the  Department  is  to  render  to  consumers 
receiving  continuous  service  twelve  consecutive  monthly  bill- 
ings throughout  the  year  to  those  billed  on  a  monthly  basis 
and  6  consecutive  bi-monthly  billings  throughout  the  year  to 
chose  billed  on  a  bi-monthly  basis,  any  inaccuracy  resulting 
from  this  procedure  will  be  promptly  adjusted  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  claim  therefor. 

Rule  2.  NOn-Registering  Meters 

If  a  meter  fails  to  register,  or  to  properly  indicate  the 
flow  of  water,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  on  the  basis  of  past 
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average  consumption  determined  as  follows 


(a)  For  accounts  billed  monthly,  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
of  three  preceding  months  during  which  the  meter  had  been 
functioning  accurately. 

(b)  For  accounts  billed  bi-monthly  on  the  basis  of  three 
preceding  billing  periods  during  which  the  meter  had  been 
functioning  accurately. 

Bills  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule  will  be 
subject  to  adjustment  to  give  proper  consideration  to  the  in- 
fluence of  volume  of  business  as  shown  by  the  consumers1  books, 
seasonal  demand,  subsequent  reading  of  a  new  meter,  or  other 
factors  that  may  aid  in  making  an  equitable  adjustment. 

Rule  3«  Times  of  Rendering  Bills 

Bills  for  all  metered  service  will  be  rendered  either 
monthly  or  bi-monthly  as  determined  by  the  Department.  A  bill 
will  also  be  rendered  upon  notice  to  the  Department  that 
service  is  to  be  discontinued. 

Bills  for  water  service  for  construction  work  on  a  flat 
rate  basis  will  be  rendered  at  the  completion  of  the  job|  ex- 
cepting on  large  work  extending  over  a  period  of  two  or  more 
months  when  bills  will  be  rendered  as  specific  units  are  com- 
pleted. 

Bills  for  special  service  to  boats  at  the  docks  will  be 
rendered  at  the  time  service  is  given* 

Section  C  -  Rule  4.    Cash    Deposit  -  Amount  Required 

If  an  applicant  for  metered  water  supply  makes  a  cash 
deposit  to  insure  payment  for  service  to  be  rendered,  such 
deposit  shall  be  of  an  amount  approximately  twice  the  esti- 
mated monthly  bill  but  in  no  instance  shall  it  be  less  than 
#2.50.

Transit  Stops  on  Market  Street-West  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue. 

In  opening  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Land Is  stated  that 
following  the  major  conversion  of  July  3,  1949,  a  sixty  day 
trial  period  was  to  be    in  effect  to  permit' ad justment  of  ser- 
vice, change  of  riding  habit  and  to  note  what  deficiencies,  if 
any,  might  be  developed.    During  this  period,  with  particular 
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reference  to  transit  stops  on  Market  Street,  west  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  the  Commission  had  received  a  number  of  letters  and 
petitions,  all  of  which  have  been  noted*    Many  of  these  letters 
and  petitions  favored  present  operation,  while  some  objected 
to  certain  phases.    All  people  interested  in  this  hearing  had 
been  notified,  and  that  adequate  notification  had  been  made 
was  evident  in  the  large  attendance  at  the  meeting. 

In  reviewing  the  upper  Market  Street  operation,  James  H.  Turner, 
Manager  of  Utilities  stated  that  local  service  through  the  No. 
8  line  and  express  service  to  west  of  Twin  Peaks,  was  a  defi- 
nite improvement  and  any  restriction  of  express  service  would 
tend  to  slow  up  operation.    The  present  trackage  on  upper 
Market  Street  was  ample  for  present  operation,  and  would 
permit  of  additional  service,  when  the  near  future  growth  of 
the  Lake  Merced  area  would  demand  it.

Mott  Brutton  of  the  Lakeside  Property  Owners  Association. 

Lo  A-.  Barber  of  the  Monterey  Heights  Association. 

P.  E.  Brougher  of  the  Balboa  Terrace  Association. 

D .  E,  Haverty  of  the  Laguna  Honda  Improvement  Association. 

R*  L.  Rouhl  of  the  Lakeshore  Park  Improvement  Club. 

The  above  groups  all  emphasized  that  the  present  Market  Street 
express  service  was  a  worthwile  improvement,  the  first  in  many 
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years,  a  service  in  which  as  much  as  ten  to  fifteen  minutes 
a  trip  is  saved;  the  great  west  of  Twin  Peaks  area  is  ex- 
periencing a  rapid  and  large  development — transportation  being 
a  key  factor  and  to  be  further  developed  when  the  Lake  Merced 
projects  are  ready. 

Opposition  to  Express  Service: 

The  opposition  seems  to  be  directed  to  three  points — 
Gough  and  Market  otreet;  Oc:%via  and  Market  Street;  Sanchez 
and  15th  Street  and  Noe  and  16th  Street, 

Gough  and  Market  Street: 

Mr.  Jos.  A.  Brown,  representing  the  . 
merchants  of  this  area,  Mr.  Edward  Mc  Roskey,  Robert  McRoskey 
and  Fred  0«  Renstrom  were  unanimous  in* their  statements,  that 
the  non-stopping  at  this  intersection,  was  an  undue  burden  on 
business  and  would  result  in  an  appreciable  devaluation  of 
property.    They  suggested  a  stop  at  Gough  and  eliminating 
present  stop  at  Franklin;  (franklin  Street  is  a  stopping  points 
not  on  a  skip  and  stop  pattern,  but  because  of  it  being  a 
transfer  point  for  the  Nos.  6  and  7  Lines). 

Octavia  and  Market  Street: 

Opposition  at  this  point  was  registered 
by  Dr.  Louis  J#  Julianel,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 
He  emphasized  the  hardships  experienced  by  elderly  people  and 
the  children  attending  his  church,  as  well  as  those  attending 
the  Armenian  Church,  the  Greek  Orthodox  Cathedral,  the  Sal- 
vation Army,  also  students  of  the  State  Teachers  College 
using  the  facilities  of  the  churches. 

Outer  Market  Street: 

Spokesman  for  this  group  was  Mr.  Arthur 
Sullivan,  2254  Market  Street.    His  opposition,  like  that  of  the 
Gough  and  Market  group,  was  based  on  the  hardships  to'merchan 1 ? 
because  of  express  service.    He  contended  that  the  local  ser- 
vice of  the  N°.  8  trolley  coach    line,  making  all  stops,  did 
not  meet  the  districts  needs.    In  this  he  was  supported  by 
statements  from  Mr.  John  Costley,  District  PBnager  of  the  Safe- 
way Stores  and  Juanita  Kenneth  of  250  Noe  Street. 

Mr.  HenryS.  Foley,  Municipal  Railway  Carmens  Union,  C.  I,  0Of 
spoke  in  opposition  to  present  Market  Street  express  servicer 
he  claimed  that  the  time  saving  element  was  a  non-reality;  he 
recommended  elimination  of  the  present  No.  8  trolley  coach 
line  in  favor  of  all  stops  on  Market  Street. 
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In  review  of  the  hearing,  President  Philip  F.  Landis  stated 
that  by  nature  of  the  many  statements  made,  that  a  number  of 
people  were  in  favor  of  a  status  quo— no  progress.    He  noted, 
that  of  the  many  things  said,  some  irrelevant,  that  no  specific 
recommendations  had  been  made.    The  merchants  of  outer  Market 
Street  had  long  enjoyed  the  service  of  all  cars  stopping  at 
all  corners,  even  though  the  patrons  boarding  or  alighting, 
might  be  few,  in  comparison  to  the  greater  number  on  their  way 
to  and  from  west  of  Twin  peaks.     He  reminded  those  present, 
that  the  present  stop  pattern  is  not  a  "skip  an$  and  stopft 
program;  it  is  a  phase  in  express  service,  the  local  areas 
being  adequately  provided  with  service  through  the  No.  8 
trolley  coach  line.    The  Commission  is  aware  that  in  develop- 
ment of  transportation  in  San  Francisco,  a  development  that 
must  go  on,  it  may  be  that  in  some  instances,  some  people  or 
districts  may  suffer;  however,  in  the  present  express  service 
of  Market  Street,  a  greater  number  are  beneifted  and  the  in- 
conveniences alleged  to  exist  will  be  minimized  when  more 
people  become  acquainted  with  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
No.  8  trolley  coach  line*

HEARING: 

Service  of  the  No.  c.  Line-Richmond  District. 

A  small  delegation  appeared  before  the  Commission  protest- 
ing present  service  on  the  C.  Line-Richmond  District. 

Supervisor  Marvin  Lewis, stated  that  his  neighbors  on  Calif- 
ornia street  were  quite  irate  because  of  service  now  rendered. 
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He  appreciated  tine  desires  of  the  Commission,  that  the  people 
of  San  Francisco,  asmuch  as  possible,  use  the  facilities  of 
mass  transportation;  he  stated,  that  it  was  his  belief,  that 
the  Commission  should  operate  the  Municipal  Railway  from  a 
service  viewpoint  and  as  economically  as  possible,  and  that  in 
the  event  of  deficits,  to  seek  relief  in  the  tax  roll.  He 
contended  that  his  district  had  for  years  received  reasonable 
transportation,  but  terminating  the  line  at  2nd  Avenue  and 
California  Street  was  not  in  the  interest  of  public  service. 
He  further  con-ended  that  car  pools  are  being  organized,  re- 
flecting general  dissatisfaction  and  this  in  turn  would  only 
aggravate  the  problem  of  traffic  flow  and  of  parking.

WHEREAS 9  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  herein- 
after called  "Cityv?  owns  two  tracts  of  land  in  Tuolumne  County, 
California,  herein  called,  the  Mather  land  and  the  Ike  Dye  Place ; 
and  more  particularly  described  hereinafter,  which  tracts,  with 
other  lands,  were  acquired  by  the  City  for  purposes  connected 
with  the  development  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  Supply  and 
Power  system  and  are  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
hereinafter  called  "Utilities";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recreation  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  hereinafter  called  "Recreation",  is 
occupying  and  using  for  public  camp  and  recreation  purposes, 
a  part  of  said  Mather  land,  and  pursuant  to  such  use  has  con- 
structed permanent  improvements  on  said  land;  and 

WHEREAS ,  Recreation  desires  to  occupy  and  use  an 
additional  area  of  said  Mather  land  and  to  occupv  and  use  said 
Ike  Dye  place  for  similar*  purposes  and  to  construct  permanent 
improvements  on  said  lands;  an  d 

WHEREAS ,  it  is  agreeable  to  Utilities  that  Recreation 
continue  and  extend  its  occupancy,  use  and  improvement  of  the 
Mather  land,  and  also  occupv,  use  and  improve  the  Ike  Dye 
Place,  subject  to  certain  conditions  necessary  in  the  interest 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system;  and 

WHEREAS*  both  commissions  desire  that  the  extent  of  land 
to  be  so  occupied  by  Recreation  and  the  conditions  under  which 
Recreation  may  occupy,  use  and  improve  said  land  be  formally 
defined: 

THEREFORE,  PE  IT  RESOLVED,  as  follows: 

1.  Said  Mather  land  and  said  Ike  Dye  Place  are  particularly 
described  as  follows: 

(a)  Mather  Land:  The  southwest  quarter  of  the  northwest 
quarter  and  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of 
Section  1,  and  Lots  9,  10,  11,  14,  15  and  16  of  Section  2,  T.iS 
R.19  E, ,  MDB&M,  containing  328.46  acres,  more  or  less.  Said 
Mather  land  is  delineated  on  a  map  marked  Exhibit  B,  hereto 
attached . 

(b)  ike  Dye  Place:  Lots  1,  7  and  8  of  Section  7,  T.L.S.,  R.19 
E.,  MDB-M. ,  containing  163.68  acres,  more  or  less,  Said  land' 
is  delineated  on  a  map  marked  Exhibit  B,  hereto  attached. 
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2.  utilities  hereby  grants  to  Recreation  the  right,  subject 

to  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  occupy,  use  and  improve 
for  public  camp  and  recreation  purposes  (a)  all  of  the  land 
described  above  as  Mather  land  except  the  area  indicated  on 
said  Exhibit  A  as  ??Area  reserved  for  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission occupancy";  said  reserved  area  is  a  strip  about  750 
feet  in  length  and  about  225  feet  in  bounded  on  its 

northwesterly  side  by  the  center  line  of  the  existing  Hetch 
Hetchy  electric  power  transmission  line,  on  its  northeasterly 
end  by  the  westerly  side  of  the  main  public  road  between  State 
Highway  No.  120  (Big  Oak  Flat  Road)  and  0*Shaughnessy  Dam,  and 
on  its  southwesterly  end  by  an  existing  fence  line;  the  exact 
boundary  of  said  reserved  area  is  to  be  determined  on  the 
ground  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  commissions;  (b)  all  of  the 
land  described  above  as  Ike  Dye  Place;  both  the  Mather  land 
and  the  Ike  Dye  Place  being  subject  to  the  easements  of 
existing  public  roads. 

3.  The  lands  herein  described  were  acquired  by  the  City  for 
purposes  connected  with  the  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchv 
Water  Supply  and  power  system;  the  Mather  land  has  been  used 
for  such  purposes  in  the  past,  and  it  may  become  necessary 
again  to  use  it  for  such  purposes;  therefore  utilities  retains 
the  right  to  occupy  any  part  or  the  whole  of  the  Mather  land, 
together  with  any  structures  and  other  improvements  now  exist- 
ing thereon,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  placed  thereon,  when- 
ever the  necessity  for  occupation  by  Utilities  for  such  pur- 
poses arises, 

4.  Utilities  retains  the  right  to  perform  any  work  necessary 
for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  relocation,  operation, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  its  electric  power  transmission 
lines,  telephone  lines,  radio  communication  system,  and  roads, 
in  any  part  of  said  Mather  land  or  Ike  Dye  Place,  and  the 
right  of  access  over  said  lands  for  such  purposes;  provided 
that  any  new  construction  or  relocation  shall  be  so  planned 
and  performed  as  to  avoid  or  minimize  interference  with  the 
use  of  said  lands  by  Recreation. 

5.  Utilities  reserves  the  exclusive  right  to  maintain  and  use 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Railroad  station  building  now  used  as  a  ware- 
house by  utilities,  and  the  garage  now  used  by  Utilities,  to- 
gether with  the  right  of  access  to  said  buildings  and  the  right 
to  use  land  adjacent  to  said  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for 
parking  of  vehicles  and  for  outdoor  storage  purposes.  The 
rights  so  reserved  shall  terminate  if  and  when  Recreation  shall 
construct  and  make  available  to  Utilities,  in  the  area  reserved 
for  Utilities  occupancy,  a  warehouse  and  an  eouipment  shed  of 
design  and  construction  satisfactory  to  Utilities,  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  Utilities,  Such  warehouse  and  such  equipment 
shed  shall  respectively  provide  space  at  least  equal  to  that 
available  in  said  railroad  station  building  and  in  said  garage 
now  used  by  utilities. 
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6.  Recreation  shall  construct  on  the  Mather  land,  on  a  site 
to  be  agreed  upon  between  representatives  of  both  commissions, 
which  may  or  may  not  be  in  the  area    reserved  for  Utilities 
occupancy,  a  dormitory  building  of  design  and  construction 
satisfactory  to  Utilities,  for  use  bv  employees  of  Utilities, 
or  shall  provide  dormitory  space  in  the  lather  camp  satis- 
factory to  utilities  for  the  accomodation  of  such  employees 

in  a  building  to  be  occupied  by  employees  of  both  commissions. 
Such  building  or  space  shall  provide  quarters  for  not  less 
than  12  emplovees  of  Utilities, 

7.  Until  the  dormitory  accomodations  required  in  paragraph 
o  above  are  available,  utilities  stall  have  the  right  to  con-? 
tinue  the  use  of  the  dormitory  accomodations  on  the  Mather 
land  now  in  use  for  purposes  of  Utilities. 

8.  At  Camp  Mather,  Recreation  shall  serve  meals  at  cost, 
when  requested  by  Utilities,  to  employees  of  Utilities  (not 
exceeding  12  at  any  one  time  unless  with  consent  of  Recrea- 
tion )  when  Recreation  is  operating  its  mess  hall,  and  at 
other  times  Utilities  toll  have  the  right  to  use  Recreation's 
mess  hall,  kitchen  and  appurtenant  equipment  for  the  purpose 
of  boarding  such  employees. 

9.  Utilities  shall  have  the  right  to  make,  at  its  own  expense, 
connections  from  any  of  its  buildings  or  grounds  to  any  con- 
veniently located  pipes  of  the  water  supply  and  sewerage 
systems  in  the  Mather  land,  and  the  right,  without  cost  to 
Utilities  to  take  water  from  the  water  svstem  and  to  discharge 
sewage  into  the  sewerage  system. 

10.  Recreation  shall  pay  all  taxes  assessed  against  the  lands 
described  in  paragraph  1  above,  including  taxes  on  areas  re- 
served for  the  occupancy  of  Utilities, 

11.  This  grant  of  rights  in  said  lands  shall  become  effective 
when  Utilities  is  duly  notified  of  its  acceptance  by 
Recreation. 

12.  Utilities  reserves  the  right  of  access  by  the  most  de- 
sirable route  to  the  warehouse  and  equipment  shed  should  the 
same  be  constructed  by  Recreation  for  Utilities  occupation  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  No.  5  of  this  docu- 
ment, 

13.  utilities  plans  to  construct,  at  a  future  time,  a  road 
on  the  location  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Railroad  track  which  has 
recently  been  removed,    in  the  strip  of  land  80  feet  in  width 
north  of  and  adjoining  the  northerlv  side  of  the  area  reserved 
for  Utilities  occupancy,  and  in  the  westerly  extension  of  said 
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strip  along  the  railroad  location  to  the  westerly  boundary 
of  the  Mather  land,  Recreation  shall  place  no  structures, 
either  above  or  below  the  ground  surface,  that  would  in  the 
opinion  of  utilities  interfere  with  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  use  of  such  a  road  and  of  pole  lines  along  such 
a  road.    When  said  strip  is  required  by  Utilities  for  road 
purposes,  it  shall  revert  to  the    jurisdiction  of  utilities. 

14.    As  an  alternative  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5 
relative  to  a  warehouse  for  Utilities  use,  Recreation  may  move 
the  existing  railroad  station  building  to  a  location  approved 
by  Utilities,  on  the  area  reserved  for  utilities  occupancy  and 
there  place  it  on  proper  foundations  so  that  in  its  new  loca- 
tion it  shall  bo  fully  serviceable  to  Utilities;  and  similar- 
ly with  regard  to  the  garage  or  equipment  shod  mentioned  in 
paragraph  5*

Mr.  h.  S.  Foley  of  the  C.  I.  0.  Carmens  Union  appeared 
before  the  Commission  in  connection  with  letters  addressed  to 
the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  Accident  Investigating  Panel 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  proposed  conversions.

9-11-14. 

A  delegation  representing  both  unions  of  platform  per- 
sonnel appeared  before  the  Commission  in  protest  to  proposed 
new  schedules  affecting  Lines  9-II-I4. 

Speaking  for  A.  of  L.:  were,  Mr.  Geo,  Johns,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council;  Mr.  H.  B.  Mann, 
International  Representative  of  the  A .  F.  of  L.  Carmens  Union; 
n,has .  woods,  local  president  of  the  Union;  Mr.  Lewis  Jones, 
Aice  president  of  the  local  and  Mr.  Mullins  of  the  Executive 
Board . 

Speaking  for  C.  I.  0.:  were,  Jack  Sherry  Secretary  (on  behalf 
of  H.  S.  Foley,  President-sick)  and  Wm.  Costello,  Assistant 
secretary. 

Speakers  centered  their  remarks  on  two  points:  (1)  opposition 
to  proposed  schedules  on  the  grounds  that  in  most  instances, 
12  hours  is  required  for  completion;  (2)  that  the  Commission 
adopt  a  policy,  wherein  schedule  making  would  provide  for  a 
•ertain  percentage  of  regular  runs,  straight  runs,  trippers, 
etc,  to  be  considered  as  "working  conditions'9  and  applicable 
to  the  whole  system. 
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In  reply  to  the  protest  of  posted  schedules,  Vice  President 
Sam  Mc  Kee  stated  that  it  was  the  impression  of  the  Commission, 
that  the  posted  schedules  had  been  approved  by  the  Union* s 
Officers  and  no  protest  made  until  the  tables  had  been  posted 
in  the  division  and  objections  made  thereafter  by  the  opera- 
tors.     The  delegation  was  advised  that  the  schedules  had 
been  prepared  with  the  thought  in  mind,  that  through  reduction 
of  trippers  and  its  insufficient  wages  for  some  men,  that  the 
employees  would  receive  more  take  home  pay.    Contrary  to  the 
statements  made  by  some,  the  new  schedules  provide  for  35^ 
straight  runs,  as  applied  to  the  three  lines,  a  marked  re- 
duction in  trippers  and  would  be  more  advantageous  to  the 
operators.    The  delegation  was  further  reminded  of  the 
necessity  to  effect  economies  in  order  to  ward  off  a  serious 
deficit  as  of  June  30,  1950.
